First of all there Is the regular filet 
mesh—Just one row of it. To strengtli­ 
en this for use In joining seams it Is 
well to go over the edges with a sin­ 
gle crochet. 
You may la* able to do 
this when you are joining It to the ma­ 
terial at each side, using a crochet 
hook and slip stitches to hold heading 
and seam together. 
Two Spanish designs for entre-deux 
are especially lovely.

point of the first pyramid with a sin­ 
gle crochet, chain five between en* Ii 
pyramid, fastening the chain at null 
point with a single.

Work three doubles in 
the sixth stitch, hut do not pull tin* 
thread through the bist stitch of any 
of the double crcwhet* so that when 
you finish you have four stitches on 
the needle; these you take off at once, 
('hula 2. three doubles into third chain 
from lust group, etc.

Baris, June 22.— A dispatch to the 
Temps from Geneva gays the Austrian 
government hag decided to put Vienna 
und other large cities on half the pre­ 
sent bread ration in order to amelior­ 
ate the londitions in Galicia and Bo­ 
hemia. This means 11 ounces of bread 
a week for the Viennese.

Temps quotes the Vienna None Froie 
Press? as saying, that railroad and 
other strikes can only be averted by 
euch a measure.

off. are still in better condition than 
the country, where there is virtually 
no bread.

Shang-tl, anti derived many of his deg­ 
ums from the Bible. 
He called him­ 
self the brother of Jesus, the second 
son of God and the monarch of alt be­ 
neath the skies, nnd demanded uni­ 
versal subm ission. 
His Insurgent fol­ 
low ers culled them selves Tappings, or 
“Brince of peace,” but tho title was 
Utterly belled by their atrociou s ti et‘tis.

tained a letter from Dumas to Jules 
Cia retie, informing the latter that f.*r 
these sixteen pages he w as paid the 
sum of $240.

than I was paid for ray entire manu­ 
script of ‘La Dam e aux Cornel I las,’ 
which I sold to Michel Levy for the 
sum of $80.
